(2) Encourage representatives of U.S. enterprises abroad to organize 
themselves to cope with security problems and threats; and 

(3) Promote cooperation with regard to security issues of mutual 
concern. 



12 FAM 062 COMMITTEES

The OSAC has established a number of committees to address specific 
security areas within the private sector. The committees report to OSAC, 
and will not provide advice or recommendations directly to the Department 
of State. The committees include: 

(1) Committee on Threats and Information; 

(2) Committee for Security Awareness and Innovation; and 

(3) Committee for Country Councils and Outreach. 
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The OSAC maintains a Web site to disseminate timely information. The Web 
site is the focal point for the exchange of unclassified information between 
the U.S. Department of State and the U.S. private sector on security-related 
incidents and threats abroad. Information accessible from the Web site 
includes Department of State Travel Advisories, Public Announcements, daily 
security related news articles, post reports on security and crime incidents 
abroad, terrorist group profiles, general crime information for cities and 
countries, locations and contacts at U.S. posts abroad, and updates on new 
or unusual situations. The Web site also provides a Constituent Forum that 
members can utilize to correspond with each other. 
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
